If Bul­ 
garia is really deserted by the Powers, it is 
not easy to see how she can stand out much 
longer.

attitude of the Bulgarians. H e is in 
a state of chronic irritation, and liis 
general

bad. 
For days

time he refuses to look at foreign journals. 
He requires the strictest surveillance ovir 
the newspapers sent out to the Im perial 
palace, and the selection for ltts perusal of 
those alone which support the Russian 
policy. The rum or is that Turkey, under 
stronc pressure from Russia, has actually 
ceded her bitterest enem y the right to oc­ 
cupy a spot in the Dardanelles.

well-founded, the contest of 
generations will have come to an end.

THE HORRORS OF TUESDAY NIGHT. 
G a lv e s to n (Tex.), October 14th.—The 
town of .Sabine Pass, at the m outh of Sa­ 
bine river, is reported as entirely washed 
away by the terrific storm of Tuesday 
night. Over fifty lives are reported lost 
out of a total population of 200. Tele­ 
graphic communication with ail js.ints 
outside of Texas was nearly suspended last 
night, owing to the storms- in Louisiana, 
Arkansas and the Indian Nation. The 
following account of the great disaster at 
Sabine Pass was telegraphed hist night to 
H ouston : 
B eaumont. October 13th.—Our town is 
in a state of intense excitement at the news 
just received 
from Sabine Pass. 
It is 
news of a lerrible loss of life and destruc­ 
tion of properly in that place from the 
high water. W e have now no telegraphic 
communication with the Pass. The wires 
are ail down, hut an engine arrived here 
to-night, over the East Texas Railway, that 
left there about 6 o’clock. Tw o citizens, 
who rowed in a sm all boat across an ex­ 
panse of tossing waters a distance several 
miles from the town of Sabine to tiie rail­ 
road track, came in on an engine and gave 


a 
h e a r t - r e s d i x o 
Account of affairs there. 
They say the 
waters began to invade the town, from the 
Gulf and lake togethir, about 2. o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon, and rose with unprece­ 
dented 
rapidity. 
The citizens of tlie 
doomed place did not realize their im m i­ 
nent danger until it was too late to escape, 
when safety by flight was recognized as 
being out of the question. 
People who were situated so they could 
do so betook themselves to houses and re­ 
sorts adjudged to be the safest. The water 
kept rising, and between 3 and 4 o’clock 
the sm aller houses began to yield to the 
resistless force of the waves, and not only 
moved from their foundation but turned 
on their sides and tops. 
A little lait-r the 
larger houses began to give way, and death 
by drowning seemed inevitable for every 
citizen of the place. W ith the yielding of 
the sm aller houses several persons who 
had remained in them were drowned, and 
when the residences and business places 
began to crumble, the fatality began to 
double. 
THE LOST. 
The following incomplete list of drowned 
was obtained from the two gentleman who 
came over on an engine: Miss Malta, Jim 
Yondy and family of six, the wife of Otto 
Brown and two children, H om er King, 
wife and child: Mrs. Junker and son, Mrs. 
Ponteroy and family of five, Mrs. Stewart, 
daughter and son ; a m an bv the nam e ot 
Wilson. Mrs. A rthur McKeynolds. Mrs. 
McDonald and daughter, Frank Mulligan 
and family. Colonel Carter and family, and 
about twenty-five colored people, whose 
names could not be given. 
The above list 
comprises over fifty hum an beings, Victims 
of the storm. Among them were some of 
the leading families of tlie place. There 
are others—anti m auy of them, doubtless— 
drowned w ithout any one now knowing 
anything of it. 


IT IS FEA RED THAT W HOLE FA M ILIES 
In different parts of the place have been 
swept away w ithout leaving a |>erson or 
vestige to indicate their terrible fate. On 
the receipt of this news the people of Beau­ 
m ont immediately began preparations for 
the relief of the sufferers yet alive. The 
East Texas Railroad placed an engine at 
their disposal, and a party ot men have 
gone to 
Orange 
to 
carry 
the news 
there and procure boats and start for the 
scene. The damage to property at Sabine 
has been very great. The wharf property 
of the town was owned by New York cap­ 
italists, who also owned the adjoining 
lands, ami were aiming to m ake Sabine 
Pass an im portant port on the G ulf coast. 


FU RTH ER CONFIRM ATION. 
N ew O rle a n s . October L 1th—p. m —A 
special from Orange to the Pieagme says : 
“ Details of the dcsirnction by the storm at 
Sabine Pass and Johnson Bayou come in 
slowly and are yet indefinite, though they 
all agree that there has been great loss of 
life und property.

Bedford Gray, and two 
families by the name of l ’rancsware, be­ 
sides m any others whose names have not 
been ascertained. Not a house was left 
standing within live miles of the lake. 
Parties were organized last night, and left 
on the steamers L u n ar and Emily P., w ith 
provisions and bedding. They are expected 
back to-night, when further particulars will 
be obtained. 


OREAT LOSS OF PROPERTY. 
N ew O r l e a n s , October 14tli—L a te r .— 
The Timet-Democrat's Lake Charles special 
says : The loss of property along Cameron 
Parish, on the Gulf coast, and for some 
distance west of babine Pass, by the storm 
of Tuesday uigbt, was fearful. The m ail 
boat from "Cameron Parish reports that the 
water at Calcasieu Pass was eight fret deep 
at ti.e lighthouse, and th it the entire 
country cast and west was submerged on 
Tuesday night, drowning thousands of cat­ 
tle and ruining the crops. 
No lives were 
lost at Leesburg or Calcasieu Pass.

MARRIAGE AND RAILROADS. 


An essayist in the Current attempts to 
prove that railroads discourage matri­ 
mony. 
It might he possible, on the same 
line of argument, to show that the growing 
of potatoes diseourage murrriage, for it 
is true, as marriages decrease where they 
should increase with the growth of [>opula- 
tion, the consumption of potatoes has in­ 
creased ; ergo, there is a direct relation t>e- 
tween the disinclination to marry and the 
culture of this tuber. 
But let us see what 
is the argument of Mr. Irvuie. 
In brief, it 
is th is: 
The number of marriages dimin­ 
ishes. 
Matrimony is becoming less and 
less possible to young men. 
Railroads in­ 
crease the means of communication l>e- 
tween the people. 
But they increase also 
onr desires for luxuries, and those tilings 
that otherwise we would know very little 
of, as, for instance, the wedding tour, the 
theater in small places, the fashions and 
their tyranny. 
Railroads add a long list 
to the accompaniment of culture now 
deemed essential. Therefore, if we had 
not railroads, we would spend less for 
luxuries and their accompaniments, and 
could have more for home build n r and 
support. 
In the early days of the republic 
people lived more economically, the cost of 
home comforts was far less, the rigorous 
demand of fashion nearly unknown as we 
now know it. 
The essayist is all at fault. 
If his logic 
is good for anything, it ought to prove that 
a state of savagery or barbarism would he 
best for man, since in them there is least 
demand for things that cost human effort. 
But he is at fault sadly when he asserts 
that “ living” was cheaper in the early 
days. 
Mr. McMaster, in his history of the 
American people, has shown that, re­ 
latively, the cost of necessities and com­ 
forts for the household was greater in the 
early days of the century than now. 
If 
bread-winning called for less bread, it also 
yielded less with which to buy bread than 
now. Mr. Irvnie’s argument in this branch 
of economic science will not hold together. 
There may be diminishing desire to marry 
—we can safely admit that, for argument 
sake; but the eauseof it is no more related 
to railroads than to chills and fevers. The 
moral tone of the people is at fault. 
But 
that this is chargeable to railroads is no 
more true than that it is due any one or 
all of the agencies that have advanced 
c in upon the plane of civilization, have 
lessened his toil, made quicker results 
possible to his industry, enlarged his ca­ 
pacity to earn, and made his wage keep 
pace with the demand for necessities and 
comforts.

ISARTLETT’S CHINESE LAUNDRY. 
It is a low, one-story building, and from 
its tim e-w orn appearance m ust have been 
b u ilt in th e early days o f San Francisco. 
T he exterior is repulsive enough, b u t it is 
elegance enough com pared to th e interior, 
w hich presents a m atchless aggregation of 
sm oke-begrim ed w alls, sunken, ’ patched 
and broken floors, rotten, p artitions, and 
siding th a t ia covered w ith*w hat was once 
slim y dirt, and everyw here th e evidence 
th at the place had for years been occupied 
by Chinese as a w ash-house. 
In th e back 
room stands a brick furnace, in w hich the 
heathens had heated th eir w ater for la u n ­ 
dry purposes, w hile in another room is th e 
rem ains of an old furnace used for cook­ 
ing. 
T he stru ctu re stands on ground th a t 
slopes from G reenw ich street north and sits 
on stilts, so th at all th e d irty w ater from 
th e w ash-house ru n s into the yards o f the 
neighbors. 
On th e east it shoulders up 
ag ain it a grocery store, and on th e west is 
b u ilt up against a valuable and substantial 
row of com fortable residences. 
On th e 
north are hom es of poor people. 


TH E 
NEIGHBORS 
ON 
BARTLETT’S 
W ASH­ 
HOUSE. 
“ Y es," said tb e widow w ho keeps tbe 
grocery store, in reply to a question from 
th e reporter, “M ayor B artlett ow ns th at 
building, and has for tw enty years.” 
“ H as it ever been occupied as a w ash­ 
house?’’ 
“ Y ou m ight better ask if it has ever been 
rented for any' other purpose,” was the re­ 
ply. 
“ W hy, he has had it occupied by 
C hinese for a laundry for fully tw enty 
years, and it was only a few m onths ago 
th a t th e last heathen w ent out. 
Y ou see, 
as soon as h e w as talked about for Gov­ 
ernor he m ade the old C hinam an go out. 
but told him th a t in a few m onths he could 
com e back again. T h at m eans th at w hen 
b eg ets to be G overnor or gets beaten, he 
will rent tbe place again to his old Chinese 
tenant. 
T he place lias alw ays been a great 
nuisance to the neighbors, and has p u t m e 
to a great deal o f expense. 
Y ou see th e 
w ater from the w ash-house ru n s in to the 
yards all around here, and tw ice I have had 
to have new foundations p u t un d er m y 
building, caused by th e rotting of th e u n ­ 
derpinning. 
If I had not, the store would 
have fallen dow n long ago. 
I have lived 
here for tw enty years, and during that tim e 
the only im provem ent he has put on the 
building was a pipe from th e watercioset. 
Before he did that, th e w atercioset he fur­ 
nished th e Chinese consisted o f a box 
placed un d er the building. T he stench and 
drainage from th at was such a nuisance 
th at th e neighbors 
com plained 
to the 
H ealth Officer. 


A MEAN REVENGE. 
“T he result was th a t Mr. B art’ett had to 
open his purse to th e extent of a few dol­ 
lars and put in a pipe from the watercioset. 
A nd w hat do you suppose he d id ? 
W ell, 
I guess he knew th a t the com plaint of the 
neighbors had been th e eau seo f his having 
to m ake th e im provem ent, and proposed to 
get even. 
A t any rate he sing led’m e out 
as a victim of his displeasure, and placed 
th e new w atercioset right against m y kitch- 
eu w indow . 
H ere it is,” said she, as she 
threw open a door and disclosed th e evi­ 
dence o f her assertion. 
“ If th at is n o t an 
outrage 1 w ould like hi know w hat you 
w ould call it. 
W e are alw ays afraid o f fire 
from the w ashhouse, because, as you can 
see for yourself, it is a regular tiretrap, and 
I suppose th at we w ill som e day be burned 
out of house and hom e in order th a t M ayor 
B artlett m ay get his regular $25 a m onth 
for a building tb at is nut fit for hum an 
beings to live in. 
I have tried several 
tim es to buy it in order tb at we m ight be 
relieved of the nuisance, b u t he is not an x ­ 
ious to sell. 


W H ER E IS T H E ASSESOR? 
“ Y ou w ill understand this w hen I tell 
you th at he asks $2,700 for the property 
w hich you say is not assessed for $700. 
I 
urged him to sell th e place for a fair p ric e ; 
but he said th at I could take it at his fig­ 
ures or let it alone. 
’ W ell,’ said I to him , 
1 M ayor B artlett, if you put another lot of 
C hinam en in th at place after election, I will 
m ake it so h o t for them th a t they w ill be 
glad to get out in a h u rry .’ 
‘ V ery well, 
m adam ,' said he. in his solem n way, ' we 
w ill see about th at little m atter.' and he 
w ent aw ay. 
Y ou sec the trouble is, we are 
all poor and hum ble people aro u n d here, 
and th a t is th e reason that M r. B artlett 
w ith his little patch of ground m akes 
things uncom fortable for us. 
If this prop­ 
erty were surrounded by well-to-do prop- 
ertv-holders, they w ould very soon bring 
him to bis senses, for they could go into 
C ourt and m ake such a row th at M r. B art­ 
lett would very soon stop his profitable 
dealings w ith the Chinese. 
B ut we are 
poor, and can’t spare any m oney to go into 
la w ; 
so we will have to stand it. for as 
soon as the election is over, th e old C hina­ 
m an and his m ob w ill be back here again 
w ith th eir stinking wash w ater and dis­ 
gusting practices. 
I know the C hinam an 
is anxious to com eback, for he kicked hard 
about having to go away, and besides that 
he was not very pleasantly situated, for in 
th e place vrhere he now is there is a hard 
crow d of colored people overhead and a 
horse in the basem ent." 
T be other residents of th e neighborhood 
substantiated the above statem ent, and de­ 
clared th a t M ayor B artlett's w ashhouse had 
for years been a com m on nuisance, th at 
w ould have been suppressed by th e au th o ri­ 
ties long ago if it had belonged to a private 
citizen. 
WHAT THF. W ORKINGM EN SAY. 
T here was consternation in th e D em o­ 
cratic cam p las; night as a result o f the 
publication by th e Post o f th e fact th at 
M ayor B artlett h ad for years derived large 
profits from renting his property to Chinese 
iaundrvm en, and th e m atter is th e talk of 
th e tow n. 
F rom the ex¡ ressions o f anti- 
C hinese D em ocrats generally, th e prospect 
is th a t th e grow ing indignation am ong this 
class of voters will be one o f th e m ain fact­ 
ors th at w ill h elp to snow under th e re­ 
spectable S ilurian candidate in N ovem ber 
next.

N on-P artisan A ssociation. 
“ M v surprise

been a w ell-know n tact tb at the M ayor lias 
been ju st about as outspoken in his con­ 
dem nation of the C hinese as I have, and I 
can 't u n derstand bovr he could occupy 
these two positions. 
Y ou know th a t our 
asociaiion is particularly in sym pathy w ith 
th e w hite w asherw om en an d the lau n d ry ­ 
m en, because they are th e people w ho are 
m ost affected by th e Chinese com petition. 
It w ould be interesting, in connection w ith 
th is m atter, to know how m any w asher­ 
w om en have been deprived of th e m eans 
of earning a livelihood by these Chinese 
of M ayor B artlett. I consider this exposure 
tb e w orst thing th a t could be sprung against 
the M ayor in his cam paign, for there is not 
an honest voter in th e city, a m em ber of 
an anti-C hinese club, or any one w ho has 
helped to prom ote th e anti-C hinese m ove­ 
m ent, th a t can or w ill vote for him .

cltib in th e city and State to pass resolu­ 
tions of condem nation of M ayor B a rtlett’s 
course.” 
MASTER WORKMAN K IN N E Y . 
H . C. K inney, M aster W orkm an of the 
K nights of Labor of this district, a stanch 
D em ocrat, w as very outspoken w hen asked, 
as the representative of th e K nights of 
Labor, bow tbe m em bers of the organiza­ 
tion w ould act regarding M ayor B a rtlett’s 
pro-C hinese course. 
“ If it is tru e, as published in th e Post, 
th a t M ayor B artlett is harboring and deal­ 
ing w ith Chinese,” said he. “ and I have no 
reason to doubt it, tbe K nights of Labor 
w ill liave no other course but to repudiate 
h im .

“ T here is no politics in ou r A ssocia­ 
tio n ,” said P resident Shepherd, o f tbe 
W hite Cooks’ and W aiters' U n io n ; “ but 
if M ayor B artlett does n o t disprove the 
allegations m ade against h im by th e Post, 
th e D em ocratic w hite cooks and w aiters 
w ill sour on him at once. T hey w on’t stand 
a candidate w ho m akes his m oney off of 
Chinese labor, and if lie fails to clear him 
self they w ill vote to a m an for Swifc. W e 
w ill w atch w ith interest M ayor B artlett’s 
course in this m atter."

“ W hy attack a m an for doing an act of 
kindness to a peaceable people, here under 
the protection of a solem n treaty ?” said 
Consul Bee. 
“ I f there w as no dem and for 
w ashing by C hinese th ere w ould be no C hi­ 
nese laundries, and M ayor B artlett w ould 
have to send his laundry to som e one else. 
I suppose the people on G reenw ich street 
w ant w ashing done, and prefer the Chinese 
because they do it better and cheaper than 
others. It w ould be m ore sensible for these 
m en w ho how l against the Chinese to go to 
w ork and com pete w ith them , instead of 
talking. 
I th in k this m atter w ill do M ayor 
B artlett m ore good th an h arm . 
I t w ill get 
him votes from conservative people.”

The Caulfield Case. 
Yesterday morning in Justice Henley's 
Court the case of Henry A. Caulfield, ac­ 
cused of an assault to murder James H. 
Sullivan, was examined. District Attorney 
Buckley prosecuted, and Judge Galloway 
appeared for the defense. Mr. Sullivan 
testified that he was standing in front of 
Peter Flaherty s saloon, on J street, be­ 
tween Sixth and Seventh, waiting for a 
friend, when Caulfield came along, ad­ 
vanced toward him, and ejaculating, 
“ D 
you, now for i t !" prepared for 
war, by reaching for a weai>on. Witness 
drew a deringer, pointed it at his opponent 
and pulled the trigger, but the cap alone 
exploded. 
He went to Eckhardt’s gun- 
store, and there, in the basement, on a 
fresh cap being put on, the weapon was 
discharged without trouble. 
Witness 
testified that 
this was the second 
attack ' sulfield had made upon him. 
Ed. M. Martin, Charles 
T. 
Jones 
and H. S. Beals were put on the 
stand and testified as to threats made by 
Caulfield some time ago to killSullivan anil 
others. Mr. Beals did not know, when he 
heard the defendant's remarks, hut that he 
was joking. P. Flaherty testified to having 
heard a shot while he was in the saloon, 
hut when he went out the trouble was over. 
He thought it was a shot from a small pis­ 
tol, but it might have been only the snap­ 
ping of a cap. Captain Shirland’s testi­ 
mony was that on going out of the saloon, 
where he had been having lunch, he saw 
Caulfield with a knife in his hand and Sul­ 
livan with a pistol, but could not tell 
which was drawn first. Sullivan put the 
pistol close to Caulfield and pulled the 
trigger, but the weapon did not explode, 
the cap making a loud report, however. 
The defendant was put on the stand to 
testify in his own behalf, He began by 
making a disrespectful allusion to the 
prosecuting witness, which the Court 
promptly stopped. 
He then testified 
that when he n et Sullivan the lat­ 
ter 
was standing 
behind 
a 
col­ 
umn in front of the saloon, and imme­ 
diately drew something from his pocket, 
and witness, taking it to be a weapon, pro­ 
duced his kuife and went toward him, 
when the pistol was presented and an effort 
made to discharge it. Witness stated that 
the remarks he had made concerning Sulli­ 
van and others, and which had been testi­ 
fied to have been threats, were only that 
no man but him would have spared the 
parties. " after they had robbed and tried 
to murder me!” The Court held that the 
evidence was so conflicting, and the prin­ 
cipals being the only persons, apparently, 
that really knew how the trouble com­ 
menced, that no jury would find a verdict 
of guilty, and he would therefore discharge 
the defendant.____________ 
llie W ork of Penology. 
Yesterday Governor Stoneman granted a 
pardon, conditionally, to Calvin Campbell, 
Jr., who was convicted of burglary in the 
second degree, in Santa Clara county in 
April last, and sentenced to five years in 
the State Prison at San yuentin. The 
Íirisoner is a bright, prepossessing-looking 
ad of 12 years, and it is stated that his im­ 
prison ment is due not so much to his own 
wrong-doing as to the weakness and wick­ 
edness of his parents. E. T. Dooley, Super­ 
intendent of the Boys’ and Giris’s Aid So­ 
ciety, of San Francisco, interested himself 
in the boy’s behalf, was appointed the boy’s 
guardian by the Court, and asked that he 
be released from prison and turned 
over to his custody, promising to take 
good care of him and personally see 
to 
his custody, control and good 
conduct. 
Should the youth prove 
intractable is the hands of his guard­ 
ian, the latter agrees to return him to the 
State Prison, there to serve out his original 
sentence. This is theseventh or eighth lad 
that has been thus paroled within the year, 
and in every case has the result been most 
gratifying, the youths all securing good 
homes which they appreciate, and will 
grow up to be good citizens. 
The Boys' and Girls’ Aid Society is doing 
a noble work, and the Superintendent. E. 
T. Dooley, is active in the discharge of the 
duties Imposed upon him. They re3cne 
homeless, neglected or abused children, and 
receive juvenile offenders by legal commit­ 
ment, »r otherwise, who are in danger of 
being sent to prison ; provide for such un­ 
til suitable homes or employment and 
guardianship are found for them ; main­ 
tain a day school, reading-room, etc. 
Police Court. 
In the Police Court, yesterday, the Yee 
Lee assault to murder case was argued and 
submitted, after a nine-days’ hearing. 
Judge Henry discharged the defendant, as 
the evidence showed that the shooting took 
place in the latter’s store, where the two 
men wounded and others had gone to at­ 
tack him 
Mabel Bryant, a 13-year-old 
colored girl, pleaded guilty of stealing 
$2 35 and a ring from ifrs. Hemphill, for 
whom she had been working. She stated 
that she hid the property in a sand pile, 
from whence some one else subsequently 
took it. Sentence was postponed 
Fred 
Hughes, who pleaded guilty on Wednes­ 
day of disturbing the peace, was fined $25. 
Judge Henrv rendered his decision in 
tiic case of Otto Witt, charged with threats 
against the life of his wife, which was 
taken under advisement on Wednesday, 
ordering that he be discharged 
Antone 
Foutano was convicted of battery upon G. 
Arata, whom he bit with a large cobble­ 
stone. 
He will receive judgment this 
morning 
The cases of Mrs. B. Boswell 
and Mrs. N. Morgan, charged with petit 
larcenv, were continued until to-m irrow. 
The chnrgcs of petty larceny and adul­ 
tery, pending against G. W. Warner, were 
continued for hearing on the 13th 
The 
case of 0. Blodgett, charged with embezzle­ 
ment, was dismissed 
Mrs. Hughes’ case 
of disturbing the peace, went over until 
next Monday.

W UI D ie O u tsid e th e P rison W alls. 
In February last W. II. Smith, a young 
man 23 years of age, was convicted in San 
Francisco of an attempt to rob and sen­ 
tenced to three vears imprisonment in the 
House of Correction. At the same time 
strong appeals for mercy was made to the 
Court. His pardon was asked upon the 
•'rounds that he is now dying from con­ 
sumption ; is in its last stages ; at most has 
but a few weeks to live, and it is the wish 
of his parents that when death comes it 
niav be at home and not within the wa'ls 
of a prison cell. The petition was signed 
by the officers of the institution, the Lns- 
tr'ict Attorney and the Judge who commit­ 
ted all of whom are aware of his present 
critical condition.

R e la tiv e to L icenses. 
The Supreme Court. Department Two, 
in the case of A. L. Thomas on habeas 
corpus, has rendered the following de­ 
cision, which doubtless affects other coun­ 
ties besides Alameda, ami may be of inter­ 
est to the City Fathers of Sacramento : 
“ This case involves the constitutionality 
of Section 14 of an ordinance passed by the 
Beard of Supervisors of Alameda county. 
The section referred to is in these words : 
‘‘‘Every traveling merchant, hawker or 
peddler who vends goods, wares or mer­ 
chandise of any kind, other than the man­ 
ufactures or productions of this State, or 
butchers’ meat, must pay a license tax of 
$10 per month, unless he uses a wagon, or 
one or more animals, for the purpose of 
vending such goods, wares or merchandise, 
in which case he must pay a license tax of 
$15 per month.’ 
‘‘No license is required for vending 
goods, wares or merchandise which are the 
manufacture or product of this State, ex­ 
cept butchers’ meat. 
“ The applicant for this writ was con­ 
victed of a violation of the ordinance in 
selling sewing machines, manufactured in 
another State. It is contended that this 
ordinance is in violation of the Federal 
Constitution, in that it is a regulation of 
commerce, control over which is by the 
supreme law of the land vested in Con­ 
gress. 
“ The identical question here presented 
was passed on by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in Welton vs. Missouri, 
91 U. S. 275, and in Webber vs. Virginia, 
103 Id. 344. The statutes considered in the 
cases cited were of the same character as 
the ordinance in question herein, and they 
were held to be unconstitutional. (See 
also Brown vs. Maryland, 12 Wheat. 425 ; 
Woodruff vs. Parham, .3 Wall. 123; State 
Freight Tax, 15 Id. 232; Mobile vs. Ken- 
dell, 102 Ü. S. 275.) 
“ In accordance with the judgment in 
the cases above cited, we are hound to hold 
that the ordinance before us is unconstitu­ 
tional and void.”

The River Snagging W ork. 
In a communication published in the 
R bcord-U n io n last Saturday concerning 
snags being pulled from the Sacramento 
river bed and improperly left upon the bars 
and in other places in the river, where they 
will work injury to navigation, Captain 
Page was mentioned. It is but just to that 
gentleman, however, to state that he had 
no knowledge whatever of the communica­ 
tion, and furnished no intended informa­ 
tion for it. In this connection, it may be 
stated that the article referred to lias 
caused much inquiry and comment, but up 
to the present time no denial has been 
made of the statements of improper man­ 
agement in leaving numerous large snags— 
some of them whole trees, 75 feet or more 
in length—lying upon bars and in other 
places along the river bed. If the state­ 
ments of our correspondent are incorrect, 
we shall take great pleasure in publishing 
a crrrection concerning them. If they 
are true, they constitute facts which are ex­ 
tremely reprehensible, and in direct con­ 
flict of the orders which at least prevailed 
some time since, when all snags raised by 
the Seizer were to be removed entirely from 
tlie river, or blasted into such small pieces 
that they could not possibly again interfere 
with navigation. 
S u in g Y olo Co c n t v .—'I'he Yolo Afail 
says that H. S. Beals, lessee of the Wood­ 
land Opera House, on October 12, 1886, 
commenced suit against the county of Yolo 
for the sum of $370, for rent of Opera House 
during the Harlan trial—for thirty seven 
days at $10 per day, and also for the sum of 
$92 50 for salary of janitor, at the rate of 
$2 50. It will be remembered that on the 
16th day of June, 1830, Judge Garoutte ad­ 
journed the hearing of the case of the Peo­ 
ple vs. J. H. Harlan to the Opera House 
owing to the extreme heat and in­ 
convenience of the jury-box. Oil the 
7th day of September, 1SSG, the Board 
of Supervisors rejected the claims, and now 
Mr. Beals begins suit for the payment of 
said amounts, and costs of suit. 
H ay in A nrndance. — The immense 
amount of hay brought to the city from 
Yolo county lately has attracted a great 
deal of attention. Most of it is oat bay, 
raised on lands lying in the vicinity of 
Davisville, and between there and Wood­ 
land. The ranchers, having no other use 
for their teams at present, find it cheaper 
to bring it to the city by wagon -each team 
hauling two wagons, bearing two and a 
half tons—than to ship to market by rail. 
There has also been a large quantity of al­ 
falfa brought to town from the river 
ranches, but the crop is short this year, 
owing to so much land having been 
drowned out last winter and spring. Good 
alfalfa is bringing a better price than aver­ 
age. oat hay.

Man's Inhumanity. 
A story of singular inhumanity is brought 
to this city by seamen who were recently 
codfishing near the Chottmagin Islands. 
Some time last month, as the narrative 
goes, a codfisher, who had drifted in his 
dory a long distance from his vessel, was 
capsized. He clung to the bottom of his 
boat, hoping to be picked up by other fish­ 
ermen. Another boat passed that way in 
charge of a Portuguese sailor, and to him 
the wrecked seaman appealed for help. 
The Portuguese is said to have responded 
that his boat was full of fish and would 
carry no more, and then to have stpered 
away, leaving the man to his fate. What 
happened to the abandoned seaman later is 
not told, but eodfishers say that they think 
he was lost. His name is not known, and 
it is not known to what crew he belonged. 
A Danish sailor was picked up by fisher­ 
men from the Laura near Amak, on the 
beach, who was nearly starved, and who 
said that he had been eight days from his 
vessel, but this was not the missing ntan. 
This rescued man had experienced much 
hardship. His boaMiad drifted away from 
his vessel in the fog, and for two days he 
was at sea. Then he ran ashore, and his 
boat was stove and filled on the beach, 
where he remained six days, until his sig­ 
nals were seen and he was rescued. It is 
reported that the schooner Teresa picked 
up a capsized yawl, clinker built, near the 
Chonntagin Islands. This appeared to be 
of English build, and was supposed to have 
belonged to a sealing vessel. There was no 
t ame on the boat. It is considered im­ 
probable that this boat was the one on 
which the abandoned codfisher was seen. 
It is also said by the seamen that itt all 
probability the codfisher has needlessly 
perished.—.3’. F. Bulletin, October 14th.

Proclamation. 


Stxte of Califo rn ia, 
E x ecu tiv e D epartm ent, 
Sacp.am ento, July 31, Í886,.} 
W 
HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NU M BER ONE. 
V 
Section 1. Alt property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, properly used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article; aud, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax sucn ships and vessels on 
their grossor net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this Stale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real aud per-onai. except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or uuder 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any por:ion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon tlie gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending niton the thirty-first day of Decora tag; 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
ail other State and county taxes npon tlie fran- 
c¿ise, business, right ot way, roadway,roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon tlie 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion bv which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. Ail other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. Tlie 
gross annual earnings canted during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last 
£ 
receding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
efore the first day of .May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board: provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass law3 pre­ 
scribing said rales and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly withiu this 
State and partly without this State, the gross au- 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 


First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wnoily 
withiu this State. 
Second—'The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly witnout this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such comings 
between this State and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, In the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated hi this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to"he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the nse of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made w holly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for ail purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
tlie proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treatcrl as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thirls thereof shall be paid to 
the countyor counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county Bhall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, associa’ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the legislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shail be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in thLssection designated, and may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescrilte. All railroads, so far as 
tho same are situated wiihin the boundaries ot 
any common school district, shail he subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electoraof the district, at a special election 
held for that purpos.e, the aume as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
t¿is article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as tbey are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall he subject to au ad valorem tax 
for municipal nurposes the same s.s other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything In this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations. Joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more ol 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner os shall be prescribed by 'aw. No Court 
within this Stste shall h»v? powv', fcy tujuuc 


tion or otherwise, to interfere with, binder or 
delay the collection or any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showi. that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onh npon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, ot a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laiduDon the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the 1 ax Collect >r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced wfithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid UDder protest shall 
he retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate. untD 
such actions shall hare been finally decided. 
SCHEDULE. 
Nothing In this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore In­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ao- 
cconnt of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop'ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
Bhall remain in foil force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five.
